The experiences of the man are con­ 
sidered by the police the most remark­ 
able ever chronicled in connection with 
the drainage system of New York. 
Throughout the terrible trip Boyle 
kept his presence of mind, and this, in 
connection with a marvelously fortu- J 
j nato combination of circumstances, en j 
aided him to accomplish a feat that j 
probably is unprocedent* *1 in this coun- 
j try. 
The scene of the accident was on 
Last Fifty-third street between Third 
1 and Second avernus. 
At 
th** point 
named there was some trouble with 
the connecting sewer emptying into 
i the main sower, and Boyle, with his 
employer and two other helpers, was 
Ui**r<* to look into the trouble. 
Down 
through the manhole they hail lowered 
.1 twenty foot ladder and were taking 
turns going down and poking about the 
j wails of the sewer In tile hope of local 
i lug the trouble. 
Recent rains had caused a sudden 
rise in the waters of the sewer. 
Boyle 
was at the very lower end of tho lad­ 
der when one side was broken by tin* 
onrush of the waters. 
His friends 
above beard Ila* sound of the break 
[ and shouted to birn to climb for his life, 
but it was too late, and In the next in- 
Ktunt the other slip broke. 
Boyle, who 
is but twenty-four years old and very 
wiry, made an effort to brace Ii im self 
against the sides of tie* manhole, and 
for .1 moment succeeded, but lie soon 
found that he was slipping away. 
“ I ’m gone!” ie* sh 
fled companions a I*) vc, and then he; 
was swallowed up in the noisome cur- j 
rent and disappeared in the black hole | 
leading toward th** river. 
For a moment th * three men left 
above ground stood stupefied tit the 
horror of th** situation of their fellow 
workman, who, it was almost certain, j 
would I*** killed within a few minutes 
either by drowning, by tho deadly > 
gases of th** awful bole or by being) 
dash- d to pieces against the sides of 
the sewer. 
Then the men thought that by hur­ 
rying with all speed to the river they 
might recover the body before it had 
been swept away and lost. 
The plumbers were exhausted almost 
when they reached the foot of Forty- 
ninth street and collapsed completely 
when they beheld Boyle sitting on the 
end of a scow smoking a cigarette, 
“ Talk about your rapid transit tun­ 
nels,” said Boyle. 
“ D ully gee! 
I get 
it. and I got it quick. Well, tie* trip was 
over so quick that I hardly know now 
w hat happened. I guess I went through 
a mile a minute. 
When I dropped into 
the sewer at first, I thought it must be 
all up with in**, for I never heard of 
anybody going through a sewer and 
living, but I decide)I that so long as I 
wasn’t dead I wouldn’t give up. 
I 
went under at first, of course, but I 
soon comes up, and then I struck out, j 
sw imming to keep my head above wa- ! 
ter. 
It was pitch dark, ami I expected 
every 
minute that my 
head would 
strike up a ga I lust something t hat would 
put un* out of business, so I turned 
over on my back and floated. 
“ Now and then I'd pass a place where ; 
another sewer would empty Into th** j 
big one. and then I'd be covered over 
again and have to fight my way to the ^ 
surface. I knew the gases would choke I 
me. so I held my breath as much as j 
possible, nm! I could tell bj* the rum- j 


1th* above when I was getting near a 
manhole. 
There I would take a good 
breath of the air in the manhole and 
then stint up again. 
“ My Idea was that I was going out 
into the river at Fifty-third street, but 
I knew that was all wrong when I got I 
an 
fill bump at the turn Into Second 
avenue. 
Then I seemed to fairly fly 
until I got to Forty-ninth street and j 
made another turn ami got another 
bump. 
I could hear the trucks passing j 
over the manhole covers far al»ove me f 
yew aud then, and I remember now of 
I thinking. ‘Gee, you’re all right up there 
to that bright sunshine, and Just look 
j at tue burled down her* under ground!’ 
“ I was on the lookout for th# East 
] river ail the time. and after what seem­ 
ed to me about a year I caught a glim 
Bit and knew that I was shooting 
rd the river. As mum ss I shot out 
It I got to th# surface and saw I 
boing flung right in th# direction 
e l*ovv of the se*iw Allsatiy. I dived 
;*• quick as i could, m d the current mn 
me out almost Into th# middle of th# 
river before I cam# to the surface again. 
Then I pulled around, and, as I had 
been swept southward. I found myself 
•breast th* Fleming and swam for her. 
It was a great trip alt right, and i’m 
glad I'm out of it alive.” 
The police say that the last time a 
man went through on# of th# New 
York sewers was ten years ago st 
Twenty eighth street and Third ave­ 
nue. 
Th# man Intended suicide st th# 
time. 
Ten days tater his body was 
picked up to th# East river mashed to a
